Camp, Dec. 15.—I regret to report a se- 
rious reverse. I moved in full strength 
from our camp near Cheveley at 4 
o'clock this morning.

• "My intention was to force one' or

-Col. L. G. Brooke was se- 
slously wounded. 


"I then ordered Gen. Hildyard to ad- 


yance, which he did, and his leading 
regiment, the East Surrey, occupied 
Colenso station and the houses near 
.the bridge. At that moment I" heard 
that the whole artillery I had sent to 
support the attack—the 
Fourteenth 


and Sixty-sixth field .batteries and six 
naval 'twelve-pounder quick-firers, un- 
der Col. Long—had advanced close to 
.the river in Long's dtsire to he within 
effective range. It proved to be full of 
the enemy, who suddenly opened a 
galling fire at close range, killing all 
their horses, and the gunners were com- 
pelled to stand to their guns. Some of 
the wagon teams got shelter for troops 
in a donga, and desperate efforts were 


on the troops, -whose conduct was ex- 
cellent. 
We have abandoned eleven 


guns and lost by shell fire one. The 
losses in Gen. Hart's brigade, I fear, 
are heavy, although the proportion of 
severely wounded, I hope, is not large. 
The Fourteenth 'and Sixty-sixth field 
batteries also suffered severe losses. 
We have retired to our camp at Cheve-

science of money. While the first sec- 
tion of this bill purported to establish 
the gold standard,"Ihe law o£"l875 fixed 
the gold dollar as the. unit of. value. 
This bill was therefore simply a re- 
enactment put forward to make people 
believe that something new and wise 
was being done. 


When Mr. Bailey referred to the in- 


creased production of gold, Mr. Dal- 
zell interrupted to ask if in view of 
this increased supply of gold Mr. Bailey 
still believed.in silver at 16 to 1. The 
Texan responded emphatically in the 
affirmative, amid democratic applause 


Mr. Bailey declared that the logical

FOR 
XMAS, 


They Can Be Marte Pretty 


as Welt as Useful, ami 
They Make Most Ac- 
ceptable Presents.

When you are making things for 


Christmas 'gifts, don't 
L'oi-get bags. 


They can be made pretty as well as 
useful, and they serve very nicely for 
presents. 
I do not. know, just how 


many kinds of bags there are. but 1 am 
certain there are a lot of them. I wlU 
describe a few. 


A pretty bag for holdinc soiled col- 


lars'and handkerchiefs ov for a dusting 
cloth is made from two, squares of silk 
about 12 inches iu sizo> Other material 
than silk, may of coarse be used, and 
often goods'w'ell-suited to the purpose 
will be found in the house. The uppt-i 
and .under squares may be a.Ufce or In 
prettily contrasting colors, 
• - . . . . 


Cut a circular opening in the center 


of one square about four inches acrosg 
and sew a frill of ribbon around the 
opening. Sew the two squnres-togeth- 
er along the four edges/wrong'side out, 
then turu. Lay the square out flat and 
mark across each corner to an equal 
depth, 
W!U) Asifltic flip—or Roman 


floss if you wish 'the stitches heavier- 
feather stitnh along each of these di- 
agonal lines, taking the stitches through 
both thicknesses of the material. 


Sew a small silk "tassel to-each cor- 


ner and attach a ribbon to each side of 
the circular opening to suspend the 
bag by. When the bag is hung, the 
corners will droop and the bag assume 
an almost circular shape. 
The effect 


is as odd as it is pretty. 
• 


A pretty gift for an invalid is a bag 


to hang close beside the pillow, where 
It may hold a handkerchief or other 
small articles which are in frequent 
-use. 
Such a bug needs to be of a shape 


which makes its contents easily acces- 
sible. To this end it should be made 
oblong, but not too deep, arid left open 
at each side of the top to the depth of 
t h e hem.

The hem across the front should then 


be turned down upon the bag, and the 
shirring should be; put In across the 
back only. When it is hung, the back 
will be partly drawn, and the front 
will curve out In such a manner that 
the hand may be slipped in easily. The 
material for this bag should be-dainty 
In design and color, as too bright a col- 
or will become-tiresome to.the eyes of 
an invalid after a time.

er of the family is made with a round 
shallow basket as a foundation. This 
basket .should have..a straight rim 
about an_ incli in. depth and should be 
firm and well made.

'The longer and farther away from 


tome a thoughtful American woman 
travels the more highly,-at every stage 
•of her journeying, she will learn to ap- 
preciate her own blessed land. 
It is 


not what it ought to be, so far as the 
rights and liberty of woman are con- 
cerned—no, -not by .a long step—but, 
such as it is, is the best ou this earth 
.-and the freest. 


In other lands than ours, even in the 


•tnost civilized countries, woman has 
>more than her share of so called man's 
•work and duties, witli hardly any of 
'the honors and emoluments at all that 
•-go with the responsibilities. 


The first glimpse I had of woman in 


•(Civilization on her own ground was at 
IMarseilles, France. That was'the first 
jport where we landed after leaving 
IPort Said and the Suez canal. 
We 


reached Marseilles on Sunday, steam- 
Ing- into the harbor past the rocky islet 
«Tvhereou is the world famous castle of 
Monte Christo, the one from which the 
hero makes his melodramatic escape 
and stands upon the shore, tattered 
and in rags, waving his arms and 
'Shouting: ' 


i "The world is mine!" 


It was Sunday, 4 o'clock, when we 


-tied up at the dock. Before we landed 
il noticed standing on shore, evidently 
tawaiting us, a large, strong looking 
•woman, with bleached blond hair, arms 
akimbo, fully understanding herself 
and knowing what she was there for. 


She came aboard the moment it was 


possible and down into the saloon. 
'There I saw her and the brown Jap- 
.•anese stewards in close conversation, 
.-accompanying their jabbering with 
-counting out and rolling together im- 
•anense piles of ship's linen, both for 
Wheels and table. 


• Three carriages, ordinary two horse 


.'.livery hacks, waited outside on the 


the clothing of workmen lying' in the 
shelter of angles, stops and walls, 
whether drnul; or dozing 1 know uot, 
purlinps both "in some cases. 


These were mostly stevedores and 


men who work about the docks and 
shipi>ini.r. 
One. who knew Marseilles 


u-e!l told me they got good wages, but 
spent ii nil for drink and ou them- 
selves, giving nothing to their fami- 
lies. To support themselves and their 
chiklreu the wives keep -little shops 
or do washing, scrubbing, etc. The 
ir.au of the family is kept for tho hon- 
or and the pleasure of his company. 


Here i n ' t h e •beautiful'island of Jer- 


sey, although a British possession, 11 
is much the same as at Marseilles. 
Women get more thati their share of 
the poorly paid work. French peasants 
from Brittany have swarmed over hero 
like bees bac.'HiBe the chance for life is 
better than in their own country. The 
women are the quaintest looking crea- 
tures, short and broad, wearing the 
odd and absurd caps you see in French 
pictures. 
The women "are not very 


picturesque looking, however. 
They 


work in ..the fields with their husbands, 
and their daughters go out to service 
among the Jerseyites. I have seen-wo- 
men coming into the town here wheel- 
ing heavy hanclbarrows loaded with 
vegetables, which they peddle- from 
door to door. 


One morning I looked early out of 


my window and saw another sight that 
you might, hunt the States over with 
a searchlight and could not find its like. 
A French peasant woman in her fussed 
up white- muslin cap was wheeling a 
man's big trunk to the steamer wharf 
upon her little handharrow. She had 
come in from the country, a mile and 
a half away from the wharf at least. 
She was trudging along, puffing like au 
engine.

-aided by two assistants, women also, 
-carried the huge bundles of linen out 
to the carriages. The drivers helped 
.load them into the vehicles, piling them

. ihe woman with the bleached red 
,-charnpagne colored hair was at the 
lead of a laundry for renovating ships' 
Jinen. There were some SOO pieces al- 
together from our ship, and they had 
'rto be washed, ironed, folded and re- 
turned to the vessel in 24 hours. This 
:was really accomplished. 


I interviewed the woman at the head 


«of the laundry next day when she 
brought the clothes back. They were 
"beautifully done, pearl white, all fold- 
-ed, so many pieces to a bundle, for conT 
venience in counting, the bundles neat- 
ly tied wjth red and blue tape. I asked 
the woman how she did it. She said 
• so soon as she got-the bundles home on 
Sunday afternoon she put 40 women to 
\Tvash-ing-at once. They toiled all night 
'long from Sunday evening, and the 
next morning a fresh relay took their 
'.places,and finished the task barely in 
'time. 


"But of course you did it by machin- 


•ery?" I said. ."You use the modern 
.washing arid steam conveniences for 
• laundry work, don't you?" 


"No," 
answered the woman; "we 


have no machines or steam. We do it 
-All by hand, every bit, and it Is hard 
work." 


Actually those poor creatures had 


handled all the work, part of the linen 
•consisting of heavy tablecloths a dozen 
feet long, with their own weak arms 
and. fingers, without a single one of 
'those American steam laundry conven- 
iences that lift so much of the drudg- 
ery of washing from weary human 
shoulders in the States. ' They earned 
their money.

So the woman with the bleached hair | 


.works on, planning, hustling, dream- 1 
Jng, hoping for better days to come, 
like .all the rest. Probably the hilltop 
•of human ambition and enso would be 
reached for her if she had a steam 
•laundry and modern renovating ma- 
•chinery. 


The harbor nt Marseilles is artificial- 


ly pieced out by a magnificent 'stone 
.breakwater, with a double promenade 
on top. 
This is a favorite walk and 


'lounging place for the common people. 
"During a walk along it out over the 
blue water I noticed dozens of men in 


Behind her.- some 
distance away, 


walked the owner of the trunk, a big 
tourist, twice as strong as the wo- 
man. 
He was going away by the 


steamer that moruiug and had hired 
the woman to. wheelbarrow his trunk to 
the wharf. 
No doubt she did it much 


more cheaply than a man with a cart 
would have done. Au American man 
would have been ashamed to let a wo- 
man do such a tiling. 


I have heard of one woman doctor 


who lias just established herself in 
Guernsey, the first and only one in the 
Channel islands, and she is a nine 
days' \youder. Old women, 1 am sorry 
to say, are the first to disapprove of 
her. They say a woman hasn't got 
"the power," whatever that is, to be a 
doctor. I have never heard one of them 
question a woman's ."power," however, 
to do a man's work in the fields and 
wheel a heavy handbarrow about the 
public streets. a.ll: day. 
When I tell 


them of honored and well beloved wo- 
men physicians iii the States who have 
a practice.of from $3,000 to $10,000 a 
year, they stare like .idiots and shako 
their heads. .. 


There is at present,, however,, one wo- 


man in the islands who is in profes- 
sional life and at least partially, .ap- 
proved by tlfe members of one of the 
dissenting sects here. 
She is adver- 


tised- widely as a "lady evangelist." 
Bills like circus 'posters are attached 
to fences and other places announcing 
that the "popular lady evangelist" will 
hold a series of revival meetings in a 
given chapel. A house of Worship not 
belonging to the Church of England is 
not a church here, but a chapel. 1 saw 
one of the posters full length in a meat 
shop one day. along with the bloody 
beef Quarters and the slim lamb legs, 
and i went to hoar the Indr conduct 
her meeting Sunday evening. 


She was a woII educated" young wo- 


man, with n sweet, clear English'voice 
that could be heard with perfect dis- 
tinctness to the farthest corner of the 
big, crowded chnpol. 


-Her sermon \vns proper enough of its 


kind, but it was u kind that carried one 
back to the days of primitive revival 
and camp meetings at home- long a~o 
services where the preacher's best 
work was a whooping of the outsiders 
up and drawing them into the denomi- 
nation that.they migrht be useful in 
adding to the funds of the organization 
and helping defray its expenses.

well deserves the name. No other state 
in the southern hall.' of the dad; conti- 
nent can vie with Natal in richness of 
soil, beauty of scenery or variety of 
climate. 


Perhaps these very virtues account 


for the fact-that it lias been the scene 
of many bloody struggles. Originally 
it was the home of .the Zulus under 
their powerful chief Chaka. Then the 
trekking Boers found it and wanted it 
for their own. They asked Chaka's 
successor, Chief Dingaau. to cede then: 
this strip, tie pretended to do so. hut 
while the Boers were conducting the 
negotiations he • fell upon them and 
treacherously slaughtered nearly 1,000 
of them. 


This- was the beginning of a war 


which lasted for years, until finally 
Aridries Pretorlus, with a little army 
of 400 heroic Boei«, totally defeated 
12",000 Zulus, leaving 3,000 black war- 
riors dead on the field. 


For a short time Natal was Boer ter- 


ritory, but in 18-10 it was seized by tlie 
British, and from that day to this the 
Boers have dreamed of crossing' the 
border and driving the grasping Rul- 
ncks into the sea. This is why the Bo- 
ers were so prompt to-invade Natal at 
the opening of hostilities. 


Only since . 1S93 has Natal been a 


self governing colony, but iu that short 
time its government has shown jtsulf 
to be remarkably progressive. Already 
Natal rivals Cape Colony in importance 
and until checked by the war was en- 
joying, more prosperity than almost 
any British colony in that part of the 
world.

The annexation "of Zululand-and Ton-

The Geographical Magazine contains 


an important paper on the temperature 
oj the floor of the ocean and 
of ths 


surface waters of the ocean, by Sir 
John Murray. He brings out the strik- 
ing contrast between the temperature 
conditions on i.he surface, and on the 
bottom of the .ocean: Of the entire sea 
floor, 92 per cen-t is overlaid by water 
having a temperature under 40 deg, F 
(under 4.44 deg. C.}, while of the entire 
surface of the ocean, only a-bout 16 per 
cent has a mean temperature under 40 
deg. P (4.44 deg. C.). Prom the data 
available a preliminary attempt was 
made at a rough estimation of the pro- 
portion of the entire bulk of water in 
the ocean with a temperature below 
40 deg. F. The result arrived at is that 
probably more than SO per cent of. -the 
whole mass of ocean water has a tem- 
perature under 40 deg. F., while less 
than 20 per cent 'has a temperature ex- 
ceeding 40 deg. F.

Durban, which some one has describ-

For 
nstauce, if the toy is "largely construct- 
ed of embossed tin the sheet would 
first be cut to the proper size, then seut 
to the fourth floor to be embossed and 
colored, also by machinery, aud then 
returned to the cutting room to be 
shaped. 


On the display floor are men who cut 


the gilded tiu into strips for the bodies 
of drums/

these workmen, "for so skillful do they 
become thty can each cut 1,000 drum 
bodies in an hour. 


A tin kitchen is built almost entirely 


by machinery- 
Fii'St the tin is em- 


bossed. Before tins, however, the pre- 
vailing color of Tin?,: kitchen has been 
placed on the sheut'of. tin1 by machin-< 
cry designed especially for -that pur- 
pose. Then comes the embossing, and 
after this the sheet—for it is still flat- 
is run through a machine which paints 
only the embossed places.

This is the general process followed 


in the making of tin toys. 
Wherever 


possible the .tin is colored by ma- 
chinery. The horses, great and small, 
are all hand p'aiuted. and girls do.most 
of the:.\vbrk. T.l)e: horses are fashioned 
in halves'"by machinery. 
The halves 


are placed in barrels and turned, over 
to the solderers, who handle them 
very quickly. 
Their practiced hands 


place the two parts in exactly the right 
position, and the feet, tails and head 
are soldered so.nicely .that it is rarely 
necessary -to smooth the solder. From 
the solderers the barrels go to the 
painters, who complete them aud place 
them in position. 


There are men and women who 


do nothing but pu1: wheels on wagons, 
cars and locomotives, a process tbat 
is called,."wheeling." There are others 
who fasten iittle tin candlesticks to 
their bases, and still others string the 
drums, which are fashioned and put 
together by machinery. 


The turned wooden toys, such as 


ninepins and balls, checkers, tops and 
the like, are cliieily made in this coun- 
try. 
Formerly they all came 
from 


Germany, but our machinery can now 
produce them-*-even cheaper than the 
half starved Gorman toymakers. 
We 


make most of our rubber toys too. 
In "fact anything that can be created 
by whirling wheels and buzzing lathes 
can be made.'better here than any- 
where else in the world. When trained 
hands, sharp eyes and patient mus- 
cles fire required, we must go to Ger- 
many, where such things are cheap aud

The. announcement that the Royal 


Horse guards.-England's crack cavalry 
regiment, might be scut to fight the 
Boers shows how seriously the British 


Africa. For many years this famous 
body of giant troopers has been 'the 
personal bodyguard of Queen Victoria. 
Only in times of great crises have the 
Horse'guards been sent out of London. 


"The Blues," as they a're affection- 


ately called, are the pride of every 
Briton. To Londoners they typify all 
that.is glorious and honorable in Eng- 
land's army. They constitute one -of 
the spectacles .which tourists seldom 
miss. Mosf sightseers go first to the 
British museum. Then they go to see 
the H'orse guards. 


The regimental barracks are in a 


historic old building close to the ad- 
miralty offices and just across St. 
James park from Buckingham palace. 
No part of London affords the sight- 
seer a greater opportunity. From .morn- 
ing till night the vicinity is crowded 
•with a characteristic assortment of all 
kinds and conditions of English life. 


A source of, never ending delight are 


.the two burly troopers on their power- 
ful 
charges, 
who, 
with 
burnished 


cnirass and carbine on knee, sit mo- 
tionless as statues in the niches.of the 
two sentry boxes for two hours at a 
stretch. 
These sittings commence at 


10 a. m. and continue until 4 p. m. Ev- 
ery two hours the sentries are relieved 
by two others.. 


The rigid position maintained is sim- 


ply marvelous, and horse and man are 
frequently mistaken for a statue." The 
patience of the horse is even more r°- 
markable than that of the rider. No 
matter what the weather or what noise 
or excitement prevails iu the vicinity, 
the highly trained animal never stirs 
until his period of duty is euded. 


An equally interesting sight is the 


striking ceremony of changing guard. 
a pageant which is always witnessed 
by a great concourse of apnreciative 
spectators. 
At 11 a. m. the troop of 


40 guards on duty is relieved by an- 
other troop, and a good "opportunity is 
afforded of seeing a number of these 
One soldiers together. 


The folding doors in the rear of the

high seas. 
So he took service in the 


Russian "navy, with the rank 'of rear 
admiral. Ho took part in a campaign 
against the Turks and then, disap- 
pointed in being unable to get an inde- 
pendent command, returned to Paris 
broken in health. Shortly after this he 
died there. • The French ,national con- 
vention, then ruling the country, sent 
a deputation to attend the funeral. 


In a few years Alnerica had almost 


forgotten Paul Jones. The next genetv 
ation revived his memory, but it was 
more than a century, after his death 
that an effort was made to mark his 
last resting place. T,heu it was discov- 
ered that no one knew .-just where he 
had been buried. Recently tb'e. Phila- 
delphia Time's took "up the project and 
sent a commissioner to Paris to find 
the grave of the great sea tighter. The 
state department, at Washington be- 
came interested and gave its aid. 


The efforts of Embassadbr Porter 


and the newspaper men resulted only 
in the discovery that the obituary reg- 
ister of 1792 were burned.during the 
riots of the Commune in 1S71.
